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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 25 
October 2010 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 1 , 3-8, 1 7, and 1 8, are now pending. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see the remarks, filed 25 October 2010, with respect to 
the rejections of record, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The claims 
have been amended in such a way as to eliminate the cited reference: The compounds 
taught by that reference cannot simultaneously satisfy the requirements of (A), (A'), and 
(B), as well as satisfying the requirement for an organosilicon compound containing, per 
molecule, at least one silicon-bonded alkenyl group and at least one epoxy group. The 
rejections set forth in the prior Office action have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 3-8, 1 7, and 1 8, are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art satisfying the limitation requiring that the first silicon layer has a hardness of 
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Art Unit: 1715 

less than JIS A 50 and the second silicone layer.. .has a hardness of JIS A 50 or more, 
has been previously cited. The claims patentably distinguish over this reference for the 
reasons set forth above.
